They also performed 
at Glasgow, however, at that de- 
bate a critique took the place of 
a decision. The team will con- 
tinue their marathon at Bir- 
mingham tonight. 

DEFEAT MANCHESTER 

Wednesday night the McGil- 
lians won their match with Man- 
chester by a house-split of 400- 
200 votes. Their opponents were 
two past Presidents of the Man- 
chester Debating Union now in 
their senior year of medical 
school, Terry Davis and Walter 
Mallick. 

Weir and Gameroff also mat- 
ched wits with British television 
and movie comedian Bill May- 
nard during, a lunch hour pro. 
gram before a studio audience 
of 500. 

They also had the opportunity 
to meet Lord Simon, a former 
Chairman of the Board of Cover, 
nors at McGill, and had, as they 
described it in their wire last 



night, "a wonderful chat about 
Old McGill". 

While in Manchester Gameroff 
and Weir stayed in the newly 
completed Student's Union, built 
last year, whose facilities and 
magnificence inspired the roving 
debaters to cable, "It makes one 
envious". 

A banquet complete with good* 
will speeches terminated their 
stay in Manchester. 

When their twelve-day tour 
ends next Tuesday, the Gameroff- 
Weir combination will have de- 
bated at eleven universities in 
all parts of the United Kingdom. 



Three Ottawa Student 
Editors Dismissed By 
University Officials 

OTTAWA, Oct. 23 — (CUP) — Tliree editors have been fired from the University 
of Ottawa 3 student newspaper La Rotonde, bringing to five the number of La Rotonde 
editors fired within the last five months. 

A public notice distributed on the campus today announced Louîs Cliche, Pierre 
Trudel and Roger'Roy had been removed from posts on the editorial board. 

The mimeographed letter was signed by Rev. Leonard Duchanne, Dean of Students 



at the University. 

Just last Monday the three 
editors had been unanimously 

approved by the Student Feder- 
ation to serve as editors for the 
coming year. Cause of the firing 
was publication three weeks ago 
of the opening issue of La Ro- 
tonde. The issue contained a full 
report on La Rotonde written by 
Normand Lacharité, one of the 
editors who had been fired last 
summer. 

Lacharité and Jean David (now 
a student at McGill in the Fac- 
ulty of Law) were fired for the 



publication of a special annivers- 
ary issue they wrote levelling 
heavy criticism at the university 

for paternalisrii. Father Duchar- 
me's letter said "The University 
rcgrcla to be obliged to forbid 
to the members of the editorial 
board any participation in any 
way in the activities of La Ro- 
tonde". 

The action was tàken "to en- 
sure the maintenance of good 
relations between the student 
body and the University".

Wednesday night defeated a proposal presented by the executive of the Aôsociation of 
French Speaking Canadian University Students (ACULF). The executive of the Associ- 
ation asked that the Montreal students endorse a new ACULF which this year intended 
to form itself into a NFCUS for French Canada. Up to noiv, ACULF had only claimed a

It is believed that 
ACULF will be rejected very 
shortly at Ottawa.

ÂCULF was formed in the 
spring of 1957, and since its in- 
ception, member universities ha- 
ve been the U of M, Ottawa, 
Sudbury, three universities from 
the Maritimes and one from the 
west, as well as Sherbrooke, 
which was headquarters of the 
Association. 

NOT IN NFCUS > 

The members, apart from the 
U of M and Ottawa, have never 
been members of NFCUS, al- 
though Sudbury is expected to 
join soon, and it is speculated 
that Sherbrooke will follow. 
As stated earlier, Laval University 
never did join the organizaUon. 
There, and especially at Ottawa, 
a vleourous campaign was waged 
against ACULF in which there, 
was much talk that ACULF 
was only an instrument to fract- 
ure NFCUS. Those who held 
these views were more than 
prophets of doom. True enough 
this year the proponents of 
ACULF divulged theb: true aims 
and stated that their purpose 



was to dislocate NFCUS and to 
become the organization repre- 
scrtlinu all University students 
from Frcncli Canada. 

This means a renewal of Mon- 
treal's fate in NFCUS and that 
students at U of M do not Intend 
to quarter themselves within lan- 
guage boundaries. 

Montreal being the backbone 
of ACULF, aklng for granted 
that Ottawa will also leave the 
association this actually means 
the death of ACULF.

The newlv appointed World University Service exec- 
utive last night held a meeting which, we hope, will have 
fur-reaching conséquences for the studenta on this campuj- 
Under the sponsorship of WUS, the presidents of the Nat- 
ional Clubs at McGill met to draw up a constitution for a 
Council of National Student Organizations. 

•This meetini? has a double significance. It is notew- 
orthy primarily because it represents another positive step 
toward the soliition of an acute problem long neglected at 
McCill. It marks tho founding of a body which will enable 
Rludonts from all parts qf the world to work together, meet 
together and perhaps even learn to understand one another. 
It is never to late to attempt to make McGill truly cosmop- 
olitan and this new Council of Presidents may be the 
answer. 

This meeting deserves our attention al.sa because it was 
Initiated bv the World University Service, an intornational 
student service ortraniv.ation which has long bcnn practic- 
ally dormant at McGill. It is the purpose of WUS to 
promote understanding l)etwcen university students 
throughout the world. In Africa. Asia, Europe and the 
Middle E.ist this body has performed valnable service for 
the student cans*». -For many reasons, the WUS committee 
at McGill have always been complacent al)out their role and 
re-sponsibilifv and have confined their activity to the org- 
anization of Treasure Van and the selection of (Ifjepftos 
to the Summer Seminar. It is fortunate for M^Gill th.it 
this vear's committee has realized the possibihtica for 
service on its own car pus and has taken the lead in the 
formation of this ne\v presidential council. 

Natiniial clubs, it mav be argued, fulfil a special need 
at McGill and cater to the demands of many foreign .stud- 
ents who otherwise would lead relatively and uneventful 
lives %vhile studying in our country. This mav in fact be 
the case and in so far as the national clubs fill this need 
they are supported by the Students' Executive Council. 

Unforlunatelv. as the situation on this campus now 
exists, the.se clubs add very little to the life of the student 
body as a whole. They have the potential for acting^ as 
dynamic cv.'';'t!"e forces teaching under.standing and toler- 
ance along with native folk dances and Africaji sculpture. 
But instead thev merely tend to divide the campus Into 
nation; ' .-.V • Î-. addition to the countless other factions 
one finds at McGill. 

The Council of National Student Organizations can 
play a tremendous part in the development of a truly cosm- 
opolitan atmosphere at this university. Under the leader- 
ship of WUS, we hope to see the National chilis become 
positive and influential members of our student community.

Thirteen years ago the 
UN was born in San Francisco in an atmosphere of great 
optimism.

Wit and Charm: Etlinic 

"Clcrambtrd", by Marcel Ayme, adaptad by Norman Danny and 
Alvin Saplntlay, it baing presenUd at MRT — « vantur* which, 
deiplta tha fact that it hat mora flaws than any otdar production 
thii yaar, provas tha most tn|oyabla and luccaiiful to dale, .A 
Franch play (in Engiith), an all>Franch cast, and a traca of moral 
claptrap riding'on tha tharp adga of trantlalad wit can boeoma an 
unwieldy, unmanageable stage vehicle. And tha MRT production 
doei vaccinate between extreme mialnlerpiretatien, mlilnflaction, 
and mittal<en delivery, and lifeffable charm, theer comedy, and 
delightful incongruence. 

How docs one approach the Ayme play? Should it be played (or 
laughs, lor truth, as a farce, as a satire, as a compassionate tale ol 
religion malcing itself manifest in a man's soul? It could, with 
certain reservations, be any of these.. And it appears that MRT 
declined to make the choice. As a result, the play is erratic in 
interpretation — and this shows most heavily in the perfornianco 
of Andre d'Hostel who, at times, Is obviously playing for laughs, 
while frequently lapsing into sincere pathos and meditation. But 
Mr. d'Hostel's contribution is a major one, and there is apparent 
a marked improvement in his use of English (his performance in 
"Will Success Spoil Rock Hunter" was unintelligible). And the 
fault in his performante may be credited to the direction. His role 
is not an easy one: that of a French nobleman, Impoverished, who 
drives his (nmily with the brutality of a Simon Lcgree, (orws them 
to pat cats and dogs (to the displeasure of a local priest who owni 
H member of the man's-best-friend fraternity) and who undergoes a 
sudden transition when visited by St. Francis of Assist, the patron 
saint of the little living .things, the little birds, the little dogs, all 
the little, little creatures . , 

Maud d'Arcy as the mother-in-law, Robert C. Boulanger;, as.: the 
son, and Solange Robert as the local prostitute (one of the humble, 
little, little creatures which the nobleman, in a fanatical burst of 
religion, befriends) are superb. Miss d'Arcy delivers her lines with 
a skill which could not be bettered, except by (perhaps) an equally 
adept English actress more familiar with the language, while Mr. 
Boulanger'a spineless specimen of second-and-subsequent-gcneration 
nobility Is almost perfect; and when under the same proscenium 
arch as Miss Robert's "Flounder", the results are incredibly funny. 

Griffith Brewer's scenery is excellent — the simplicity of the 
pauper noble's home, the gaudy and perfectly-suited one-room 
residence of the harlot are as close to those sets which the play 
implies as can be imagined. 

But funny though It may be, "Clerambard" lay* tome important 
thing* — old, but well worth saying. II say* thing* about religion, 
and priait*, and nobility, and manner*, and moral*, and material 
succès», and what is tha real good in people's souls. It says things 
about Cod-fearing peopU7~and the REAL Cod-fearing people. And 
it says them well.
